Although to the best of my knowledge this publisher ha3 not made any effort with 
my Case Open Oiospito wliich it lias gotten me the most flattering mail I've ever gotten 
and much of it) and I have no reason to believe they will with Vtea NlVEH. AGAIN 1 I cannot 
jump the release but 1 can in confidence show proofs. They butchered -Case Open and the 
proofs hold many corrections of errors of various kinds introduced by wliat was referred 
to as ’’editing," But they did agree to restore the subtitle on the title $page after 
making a p cover tliat eliminates it. It is The Government Conspiracy in the JFK assassi- 
nation. I do have it documented. 

There was heavy cutting again and some rewriting to understate much to much but it 
remains, I believe, a powerful book. % present hope is tliat they delay the book a 
little to clean up wkT ines- they made. Iiy last information is tliat after sitting on it 
since I finished it in 1 992 they are now rushing it. 1 have liad such experiences with 
them that 1 have not offered them the sequel, Yfaketh the Watchman: Ol/r strangolovian 
Military^ and the JFK Assassination. 

I have other work on paper, unedited. One i3 a large book, Inside the JFK Assassi- 
nation Industry. I wrote a leggthy article, Senator Russell Dissents I'm enlarging into 
a book. I had a relationsliip with the former Y/arren Commissioner and I now have 
confirmation from his archuvo tliat he had a high opinion of/jny first four books and 
tliat Ids administrative assistant told I vim that I ugreo with hjm in Ids rigid disagree- 
ment with the single -bullet theory tlia 1 : is essential to the Report. I have confirmation 
from we /rchive* of Senator John Sherman ^ooper's firm agreement with Russell. 

Tliey were conned into wliat they were led to believe was a compromise that nmbi rid fcid r 
their views and didn't. Wlien I put in Russell's hands the proof of how their disagreeements 
were memory-holed he never spoke to iJJJ again. 

But I supjxjse this work will remain, along with torch else, only a record for history 
in collegiate archives* I have no agent, can't ttrfcvel, and the media lias its hangups.

As mind wanders I am reminded of a long letter I wrote you in which I said that 
we were reduced to voting for lesser evils since JFK was assassinated. Can you look 
back no^v) and tell me I was wrong? 

I've just gotten a card from an Italian graduate student in sociology. It is 
not an inexpensive one, x t is on one side a photograph attacked to tho card. The 
picture is of the Palaaao Vecchio in Florence. His card quotes JFK's speech of a 
week before he was assassinated: 

"Marslial tyujatey, ijhe great A ’ ranch Marshal, went out to his gardener and asked

hifi to plant a trod' The gardener said, 'Why plant it? It writ won t flower for 100 

years^. “In tliat case.Y the President said, 'Plant it this afternoon.'^ Tliat is wliat 

we liave to do."

But despite the 
fact that I cannot uso stairs, am so weak I can walk only up to five minutes at a 
time and then very slowly, as Frost said, we " have nrtiKsxtrognxbgfprBra 
prumises to keep in the miles we go feefare sleep*" I have been under a medical

injunction against lifting more tlian 1 l j punds since 1989. But in the past tliree years or 
so I've gotten about a million words on paper about our coup d'etat, all of it from the 
official records of from what was omitted from what the official iitnesses said* 

Aside from the simply wonderful outpouring frora more than 20,000 who liave written 
i pe, despite virtually total suppression by thejmedia, and innumerable phone calls, Idl 
and I were awarded honorary doctorator.^n humane letters by local ^ood College in its 
centennial celebration of two years ago* So we know timt despite the disinterest^of 
the media there i3 some appreciation of out efforts* And when sometimes I liave to help 
her out of a chair, despite the me^dical prohibition against it, we continue to try.
